Here is Pennsylvania under the new congressional reapportionment law which was passed by the special session of the general assembly 
and signed by Governor James. The law, in effect, dropped the Republican 16th District along the New York State line and the Dem- 
ocratic 33rd in Allegheny county by merging the territory with adjacent districts. One representative will run on a state-wide basis. 


The idea of ready-sliced, easy-to-serve portions has spread from 
bakery to barn. No more tugging to tear apart lightly tangled 
bales, no more loss of leaves from such tearing, when hay is fed 
in this ready-sliced form. Cut ends of the stems are at sides 
of bale where they aid curing and permit baling after air-condi- 
tioning in the field, with correspondingly better preservation of 
color and vitamin values. Sliced hay is put up with a new-type 
machine developed by the J. I. Case Co. of Racine, Wis. They 
say the new baler weighs half as much, pulls with half the power, 
works with fewer men. It uses no blocks, measures all bales to 


• the same length, works as fast as a 7-foot tractor mower, and 
bales a ton .of hay on a quart of gasoline with its own engine.

OUT OF THE NORTH a relentless Japanese invasion armada forced its way down into the Indies,

But Jap warships 
and transports sailed 100 strong into Macassar Strait, where half their number.were sunk or damaged 
and thousands of soldiers died in the sea.
